The ijadies Whose names are appended be- 
low are authorized to that a number of 
professors and other instructors in Harvard 
Coilege have consented to give private tuition 
to properly qualified young women who desire 
to pursue advanced studies in Cambridge. 
Other professors, Whose occupations prevent 
them from giving such tuition, are wiliing to 
assist young women by advice and by lec- 
tures. No instruction will be provided for a 
lower grade than that given in Harvard Col- 
lege. ‘The expense of instruction in as many 
branches as a student can profitably pursue 
at once will depend upon the numbers in 
the several courses, but will probably 
not exceed $400 uw year, and may be 
aslowas $250. It is hoped, however, that 
endowments may hereatter be procured 
which will materially reduce this expense. 
Pupils who show upon examination that they 
bave satisfactorily pursued any course of 
study under this scheme will receive certtfi- 
cates to that effect, signed by their instruct- 
ors. [t is hoped, nevertheless, that the 
greater bumber will pursue a four years’ 
course of study , in Which case the certificates 
for the different branches of study will be 
merged in one, which will be signed by all 
the instructors and will certify to the whole 
course. ‘The ladies will see that the students

Julius Beerbohm’s Wanderings in 
Terra Incognita. 


Bolas---Pumas---Merus in the Pampas---An 
Emphatic Farewell---Notes and Excerpts. 


Julius Beerbohm makes an interesting story 
out of his ‘‘ Wanderings in Patagonia.’’ He has 
the advantages of having an entirely new sub- 
ject, of knowing his theme periectly, and of 
literary ability enough to make allthat he 
wiites readable. All of this could not fail,then, 
in producing a good book, znd Mr. Beerbohm 
mInuy congratulate himself on his success. 

Those singuleyr weapons of the Patagonians, 
tne ‘‘bolas,’’ are well described thus: 

The ‘‘bolas’’ or bails are of two kinds, being 
either two round stones or preces of lead, cov- 
ered with) leather and joined by a thong of 
froin six to eight feet long; or three balls, unit- 
ed by thongs to acommon center. The latter 
are used chiefly for guanaco hunting, and not 
a little skill 1s required to) =6ohandle 
them «ficiently. After having been swang 
around the head till the requisite pitch of ve- 
locity bas been attained, the balls are hurled 
atthe snitual pursued, and becoming firwly 
twisted uround whatever part of its body they 
may fall on, they effectually hamper its 
speed und enable the hunter to come up 
to itund give the coup de grace with his long 
knile. 

Patagonia furnishes an cluborate cuisina and 
Aan arti-tic menu, as this may witn s::

The year 1879 bids fair to be as prolitie in 
fires ws 1878 was free from them. have 
come from all directions, and from fires of all 
classes. The large cities, as wsual, have con- 
tributed the greater part of them, through the 
medium of lirge fires, which may fairly be 
termed -conftlagrations. ‘These large fires in 
New York, St. Louis and Pntiadelphia, 
where the avyregate from WW)0,- 
OO to $38,000,000 each, demonstrate very 
conclusively that the fire extinguishing 
machinery of to-day is not adequate to the de- 
mands made uponit. Modern architecture, 
With its tall buildings towering up to a height 
of seven, eight or ten stories, constructed of 
highly inflammable material, and exposed to 
the perils imposed by wood-encased eleva- 
tors snd open hatehways, has outgrown the 
capacity ofthe present steam tire engines and 
the apparatus that has heretoiore proved so 
serviceable. The iarge erties contain hundreds 
of buildings whose top floors and roofs cannot 
be reached from the street by any serviceable 
fire stream, cid are away bevond 
the seach of any practicable ladders 
known to the tire Gepartments. These facts 
were not, probably, taken into consideration 
by the owners when they ereeted their lofty 
structures, but they are facts which it is the 
duty of insuranee companies to take note of. 
ur steam fire engines are models of ingenui- 
ty, reflecting eredit upon their wakers, and 
have been oft incaleulable value in the extin- 
guishbment of fires. But there is a limit to 
their capacity, and the architecture of the 
times has passed that limit. The steamer that 
can project an effective solid stream of water 
toa height of seventy-five feet and maintain it 
for any Jength of time, is doing good service. 
We are aware that the manufacturers claim to

largely exceed this height, but their measure | 


ments are taken from projected spray or de- 
tached drovs. In large tires, spray is of little 
account: it is the solid stream, thrown with 
yvieat Velocity, that does the effective work on 
such ocensions. In New York city there are 
many buildings that exceed in height 100 feet 
from curb to cornice, aod ho 
sican engine in the servier is 
equal to throwing a solul stream 
of water from the street to the roof. At the 
I’hiladelphia fire a strong gale prevailed, and 
a large portion of the city Was threatened with 
destruction. Inthe track of the fire wasa 
low building, and from this point of vantare 
the firemen fought the flames and suceeceded 
in checking them. Lnthe opinion of exper- 
ienced firemen, but for this low building a 
much larger conflagration would have ensued.
